River Steamer Disaster 
To Be Recovered. 


Memphis, Tenn., July 8-—The body 
of Paul H. Norcross, 45, of Atlanta, 
consulting engineer and former pres< 
ident of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, was found in the Mississippi 
river opposite Peter's Landing, Ark., 
late this afternoon. Peter's Landing 
is about 26 miles below the scene of 


Island bend on May 8, in which trag- 
edy Mr. Norcross and 22 others were 
lost. 

Unidentified fishermen found the 
body and delivered it to employees of 
the United States revenue fleet work- 
ing in the vicinity. 

It was first believed to be the 
body of Major E. H. Gardner, of the 
United States engineering corps and 
former commandant of the river forces 
here, but communication by telephone 
with the local office revealed the 
body to be that of Mr. Norcross. 

Identification was made 


a watch which bore an inscription 
showing it had been given Mr. Nor- 
cross by the Atlanta Chamber of Gom- 
merce. : 

An ambulance brought the body to 
Memphis, where it was prepared for 
burial.

Washington, July 8—()—A defi- 
cit of approximately $40,000,000 for 
postal operations for the fiscal year 
of 1925 was estimated today by Post- 
master General New. 

The indicated deficit for the year, 
which ended,on June 30, was attribut- 
ed by the postmaster eeneral to the 
increased pay of postal employees and 
the ¢hange in postage rates. 

In announeing total postal receipts 
of $2.832.682, for June, and 50 in- 
dustrial city postoffices, he said: 

“The receipts of the 50 selected 
postoffices for June show an increase 
of 14.72 per cent over June, 1924, and 
those of 50 industrial cities with 16.45 
per cent show even a better average.
